PAST AND, PRESENT WORK | 
: REVIEWED 
. The annual meeting of the Vic- 
toflg Diccesnn Missionary associa. 
tion waa held yesterday at tho 
Cathedral Hall; when the Bishop 
of Hongkong, (Bishop 2.0, Tall) 
gavo'the presidential addres, | 
The Bishop of Hongkong sald’ .. 
-I wan reading the ‘other day 
“some oxtracts from a letter-written 
by the Rev, Vincent Stanton, the 
first English clergyman in Hong- 
In it he said tlhat “his Arst 
‘scheme Was. to join ‘the English 
Church with the School for 
‘Chincso" which he established st 
* St. Paul's College. He says that 
from the first ho. had In.view “such 
a church as might serve for a 
small Cithedral.”” He goes.on to 
say that ho offered himself to the 
‘Church Biecloniey Society for 
work in Chino In 1836 ° while 
ho was still in his accond year at 
St. John’s College, Cnumbridge. 
From August to Decomber 1840 he 
was a prisoner In chains in the 
Canton prison. After that ‘he 
says he was a nilsslonary on his 
own resources, apparently acting 
Chaplain at Macao. He sailed in 
June 1841 for New York and 
thonce returned to England. A 
year Inter in June 1842 he was 
ordained by Bishop Blomfield to, 2 
London curacy “which he held for 
only elght months as he was 
appointed Colonial Chaplain of 
Hongkong in 1843. We married 
{n March of that:year and sailed 
for Hongkong in June 1848, two 
years after leaving Macao. 
From thé start, therefore, the 
Cathedral and English work in 
* Hongkong has been closely asso- 
elated with the missionary work 
of the Church Missionary Society. 
The Victoria Diocenan Missionary: 
Association exista. to keep this 
Nnk vory strong, . 
Technically the English work 
in Hongkong is an. extension of 
the work of the Church of England 
whereas the Chinese work ia part 
‘of. the independent Chinese An- 
xilcan Church calicd Chung Hua 
Sheng Kung Hui. It was, there- 
‘fore, particularly Appropriate that

Tho Chinese work: falls into 
four maln sections, There is the 
work .of the Hongkong’ Church:

Council centering in Canton, and 
reaching the big cities of the 
-deltg such as Kong Moon and 
Shek Kel and the country of 
Tanng_Shing,. lying between Shek. 
Lung and Canton; The third 
area fs covered by the Lim Pak 
‘District Council and the stations 
running up 100 milea from Pakhoi 
to Ling Shan, and the fourth aren

NOTES oF THE 


RUSSIA'S TREATI ES. . 


For tho first timo since tho 


-|U.S.3.R, became, a Member of the 


League of Nutlons, she has re- 
istered a‘number of treaties with 
the Leaguc. It will be recalled 
that all Momber States are required 
under Articlo 18 of the Covenant 
to regiater any treaties thoy make 
with other States, it being de- 
clared “No such treaty or inter- 
national engagement ‘shall be bind- 
ing until so registered”. All 
treatica registered in'this way have 
to be published by the Leaguo as 
soon as porstblc., The treaties 
which Russia has Just registercd are 
nine in number, and extend over 
ft =pertod of many years. Al- 
though all’ the States with whom 
the treaties- wero concluded: were, 
with two exceptions, members of 
tho League at thd time they were 
concluded, It Is significant that none 
of the treaties had been’ previously 
registered by the other party con- 
cerned. The States with whom the 
treaties have been concluded are, 
respectively, Turkey, Afrhanistan, 
Gerinany, Finland, France and 
Poland. Tho earliest of the tren- 
ties. is that with Turkey which was 
Rigned In 1926. In view of tha 
present negotiations regarding the 
proposed regional pacts, special 
interest attaches to the treatics 
with Germany, France nnd Poland. 
Two treaties with Germany have 
been: registered. One of theso is 
the prolongation of an earlier treaty 
concluded in 1926. The other re- 
Intes to Proceduré for Conciliation. 
Both were signed in Moscow in 
1929. The French treaties ure. the 
Pact of Non-Aggression, and tho 
Convention relating to ‘the . Pro-. 
cédure for ,,Concillation, both of 
which were signed in Paris in 
1932. The Polish treaty was 
signed less than a year ago” in 
Moscow. It takes the form of ao 
Protocol renewing until December, 
1946, the Pact of ‘Non-Aguxression 
between Poland and the U.S:S.R, of 
July, 1932, 


WOMEN IN WAR

Women are supposed, at leaat by 
the ndmirers of the Soviet system, 
to have attained a larger measure 
of equality in Russia than In any 
other country. But Hberty. brings 
responsibility, nnd apparently the 
feminine section of the Russian 
populace is expected to play a part 
in the country's defensive system 
proportionate to its recently won 
freedom. Nor have the Russian 
women been slow to  respond;' 
Some two or three million of them 
havo associnted ‘themselves with 
the work of defence: against air 
raids. Hundreds have become .ex- 
pert pilots and parachute jumpers. 
Nearly half o million have acquired 
somo skill in the handling of the 
rifle, 200,000 of these being 
described as sharpshooters. But 
the Sovict chiefs are not satisfied, 
Though they have such large re- 
serves of man-power_nt_their_com- 
niand, they want women to take 
still larger share in the protection 
of the country. The object of 
their policy seems to be to make 
the land-and air forces of Soviet 
Russia to a larger extent a.two-sex 
affair than has been atter7ted in 
any other country in modern times,

“INTO STEREOTYPE . 


Mi Justice Lindsoll Was using 
‘no {dle words at the annual 
meeting of the L-T.A. yestcrday 
when he protested against the 
practice of local tennia players 
adopting a defensive game in pre- 
ference to one of attack. But hia 
reiterated advice to use the racket 
aa a wenpon of ‘attack is, I fear, 
doomed to fall on stony ground. 
Hongkong's type of tennis has 
acttled comfortably into a definite 
groove, to remove it from which 
will require more than the wiscst 
eof wiso words, There are, of 
course, reasons and excuses for 
the slavish adherence | of! local 
players to the game of defence. 
For the most part our Icading ex- 
ponents have been self-taught, 
and being denicd the opportunity 
regularly of playing against a 
superior type of player, havo 
created thelr own standard. It is 
a standard strictly governed by 
self-conccived methods of stroko 
production, which may or may not 
be right, but which nevertheless 
are assidiously copied by the 
younger players, who logically.
